Figures 
differ according as the American, or 
Canadian fiscal year, or the calendar 
year is quoted.. While our own #ov- 
ernment keeps a record of the num- 
ber of people entering the country, It

have been laborious and extensive, 
and I think fruitful in discoveries, As 
i am drawing toward the conclusion 
of the work, I think of going to Eng- 
land next summer to revise and com- 
plete the work and to try to obtain a 
reception of it in that country. But 
my resources are too scanty for such 
an undertaking and I want to ava!l 
myself of all my extra means, I have 
on hand a new book. of my own pub 
Meshing, entitled ‘Letters to a young 
gentleman concerning his education,’ 
some of which J think may be sold: in 
Albany.

LONDON, Ont., i, Sept. 17.—Delegates. 
to the fortieth annual convention © of 
the Trades_and Labor. Congress of 
Canada today didcussed: a proposal 
by Delegates Watson and Macdonald 
of Toronto, that the congress * should 
sever. its connection with the Amer!- 
can Federation: of Labor. The ques 
fon was ‘still under consideration 
when the lunch adjournment: was 
taken. The two. delegates strongly 
supported the® proposal, while Dele- 
gate Schubert of Montreal was the 
chief opponent of any change in. the 
present order of things. He declared 
that.whilo in. favor of complete au- 
tonomy. and of-amalgamation of all 
Canadian labor organizations, ho roal 
ized that it: was too early in. thé 
growth. of ‘the movement to separate 
from the American Federation.’

HYDRAULIC BRAKES. 
The hydraulic type has the un- 
v doubted advantage of requiring litte 
foot pressure in ‘relation to brake 
pressure, Some engineers advance 
it as the perfect system. Othera do 
not heBjtate to pick holes in it, and 
suggest that-® derangement in one 
line may affect the whole system: 
But In this respect {t {s probably no 
more vulnerable than any braking 
system, be it two or four-wheel, In 
principle the type {s very simple, ite 
major components consisting. simply 
of a central oil cylinder with ofl 
linea leading to the brakes on each 
of the four wheels. When the pedal 
is depressed it operates a piston In 
the olf cylinder. The piston, displac- 
jog oll, forces that Uguld along the 
varlous off lines and into indfvidual 
cylinders, operating, in their turn, 
the individual brakes. Thus uniform 
preasure is attained regardless of the 
exact adjustment of the band or shoe 
of the brake itself.
